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Professor Emerson’s Death 


On April 7 at Amherst, Massa- 
chusetts, Benjamin Kendall Emerson, 
emeritus professor of geology at Am- 
herst College died at the age of 88 
years. Among the eight children who 
survive is Dr. Kendall Emerson. 

Professor Emerson retired from 
Amherst faculty in 1917. The college 
expressed its debt to him through its 
president, Dr. Arthur S. Pease in the 
following words. “His record would 
in itself be impressive, but if one con- 
siders the character of the service 
rendered the college, the scientific 
undertakings achieved and the wide 
recognition accorded to Emerson’s 
outstanding ability, the significance of 
his contribution to the college is at 
once apparent. His rugged person- 
ality, in which elements of vigor and 
of serenity were happily commingled, 
no one who has ever met him will 
easily forget. Of such men is a truly 
great institution composed.”

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Radio Publicity 


One of the surprises of the Early 
Diagnosis Campaign was the unex- 
pected interest displayed by the great 
national radio networks and their 
willingness to arrange appointments 
for speakers secured by the National 
Tuberculosis Association. A résumé 
of the radio schedule shows that out 
of nine such speakers, seven were 
given time on coast to coast networks 
totaling 300 stations. 

The interest of radio-dom undoubt- 
edly was stimulated by the tremen- 
dous amount of publicity developed 
by the National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation for the Koch anniversary, the 
most important item of which was 
the tribute paid him by President 
Hoover in the form of his announce- 
ment from the White House. As a 
result, several stations in the New 
York area promptly requested a speak- 
er to describe Koch and his work. 

Through the courtesy of the Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting Company a se- 
ries of four talks, named “Manmarks 
in Medicine” was put on at a regular 
hour once a week over a coast to 
coast network averaging 65 stations. 
The speakers in this series were Dr. 
Howard W. Haggard, Associate Pro- 
fessor of Physiology, Yale University, 
who spoke on “Robert Koch, Discov- 
erer of the Tubercle Bacillus;” Dr. 
Kendall Emerson, ‘“‘Roentgen, and the 
Penetrating Eye;” Dr. Iago Gald- 
ston, of the New York Academy of 
Medicine, “Laennec, the Listener ;” 
and Dr. Robert E. Plunkett, New 
York State Department of Health, 
“Von Pirquet, and the Tuberculin 
Test.” 

Others who spoke over national 
hookups were Dr. Livingston Far- 


rand, president of Cornell University, . 


and former managing director and 
president of the National Tuberculosis 
Association; Dr. Linsly R. Williams, 
also a past managing director and 
president of the National Association, 
and now managing director of the 
New York Academy of Medicine; 
and Miss Jessamine S. Whitney, 
statistician of the National Associa- 
tion. All spoke over the National 
Broadcasting Company’s network 
from New York City.

Statistics from Ireland 


The Annual Vital Statistics Report 
from the Irish Free State for 1930 
shows that the death rate from tuber- 
culosis was 130 in that year, being the 
third cause of death among the Irish. 
Curiously enough “Senility” is given 
as the first cause of death with a death 
rate of 242 per 100,000. Heart dis- 
ease comes next, with a rate of 202 
and tuberculosis third. In the United 
States “Senility” is not accepted as a 
cause of death when any other cause 
can be found. The rate in this coun- 
try is about 9 or 10 per 100,000 as 
compared with this rate of 242 for 
lreland. 

In Ireland, contrary to the findings 
in most of the other countries of the 
world, the female rate for tuberculo- 
is is higher than that for males, the 
‘igures being, females 131 and males 


‘28 per 100,000. 


For Your Summer Camps 


Housekeeping in Camp, published 
by the Children’s Welfare Federation, 
386 Fourth Avenue, New York, is 
an excellent manual prepared by the 
Committee on Camp Procedures of 
the Committee on Vacation Homes 
and Camps. The 36-page book deals 
with such subjects as “Before the 
Camp Opens,” “Health and Sanita- 
tion,” “Organization of Staff,” ‘“Be- 
tween Trips,” “Camp Closing,” and 
“Camp Library.” The contents are 
dealt with in more or less outline 
form so that at a glance one may 
find the help he desires briefly and 
clearly discussed. Associations that 
are making plans for their summer 
camps will be glad to have this book 
from the above association at a small 
cost. 

The Camp Library is a mimeo- 
graphed compilation of books for use 
in welfare camps. The material was 
secured by the United Neighborhood 
Houses and is distributed by the Chil- 
dren’s Welfare Federation. The books 
are grouped according to type of sub- 
ject matter as well as by ages for 
both boys and girls. 


After-Care 


The present economic crisis is 
dramatizing the need for After-Care. 
In some communities the waiting lists 
for sanatoria are becoming alarmingly 
long. The sanatoria are unable, in 
many instances, to discharge patients, 
who do not need further sanatorium 
care, because of depleted family bud- 
gets at home. In a number of com- 


munities an emergency committee is _ 


being organized to meet this situation. 
The After-Care Department would 
be very glad to furnish upon request 
detailed information as to how this 
situation is being met in several places.

A. P. H. A. Health Councils 


In connection with the American 
Public Health Association during the 
past two years health councils have 
been organized in several cities. These 
councils are composed of one or 
two official representatives from each 
health agency in the city, both official 
and voluntary and their purpose is: 
(1) Promotional, to encourage the 
development of public health work in 
all parts of the city and to assist 
official health agencies with the or- 
ganization of public opinion; (2) 
Correlative, to avoid duplication be- 
tween the health agencies in the city 
so far as possible by appointing special 
committees to study particular prob- 
lems and debating the findings of 
these committees thoroughly in an 
open forum composed of the entire 
Health Council; (3) Analytic, the 
Health Council becomes the source of 
unbiased information concerning the 
gaps in the health machinery of the 
city for the use of appropriating bod- 
ies and philanthropists who wish to 
donate funds for public health work.

The Illinois Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion held its twenty-third annual 
meeting April 25 at the Wolford 
Hotel, Danville.

He reports also that 
80,000 booklets and pesters were dis- 
tributed on the Island during the 
Early Diagnosis Campaign. 

James G. Stone, Secretary of the 
Tuberculosis Committee of Palama 
Settlement, Honolulu, writes that the 
pamphlet “Tuberculosis Doesn’t Just 
Happen” was printed in Japanese and 
11,000 copies were distributed during 
the Early Diagnosis Campaign held 
there. Many talks were given to the 
Japanese in their native tongue and 
he hopes soon to have radio talks in 
Japanese. 

The Houston (Texas) Anti- 
Tuberculosis League arranged with 
Mr. R. C. Ortega, lecturer to the 
Mexicans on the staff of the Texas 
Tuberculosis Association, for a week’s 
work among the Mexicans of Hous- 
ton and vicinity in its Early Diagnosis 
Campaign. The local Mexican news- 
papers carried a great deal of publicity 
and circulars were printed and used. 


Diabetes Control 


A movement has been inaugurated 
in Massachusetts to promote com- 
munity control of diabetes. Several 
laboratories have been set up in differ- 
ent parts of the state, thoroughly 
equipped to render the pathological 
service needed in the treatment of this 
disease. Ten so-called “wandering” 
public health nurses with training in 
diabetic diet, the use of insulin and 
the home management of cases are 
available. Private physicians caring 
for diabetic patients are urged to 
make use of these special facilities. 

Heart disease, diabetes and vene- 
real disease are especially prevalent 
and serious during the post-adolescent 
age, at the period when tuberculosis 
becomes for a few years the leading 
cause of chronic illness. In view of 
the seriousness cf any of these diseases 
in complicating a case of tuberculosis, 
it is wholly fitting that we do all in 
cur power to aid in their control. 

Some of our associations are already 
occupying themselves with the pro- 
motion of campaigns against these 
diseases. In each community tuber- 
culosis associations should study the 
problem which they present, cooperate 
fully with existing organizations or 
assist in their inauguration. 


Malden Has a Birthday! 

We congratulate the Malden Mas- 
sachusetts Tuberculosis Society which 
recently celebrated its twenty-second 
birthday. It is one of the pioneer 
associations in the tuberculosis field, 
and organized the first children’s 
health camp in Massachusetts. Among 
its activities during its long period of 
service, have been pre-school clinics 
and school nursing service, both of 
which have now been taken over by 
the Board of Health. Child Study 
Classes are a prominent feature of 
the present program of the Malden 
Society and during the past year over 
300 mothers have been in attendance.
